SCHOOL REPORT: 


For THE YEAR ENDING Mar. 1, ’89. 
DISTRICT NO SL: 


The summer term was taught by Miss Ina EK. Bartlett. Miss 
Bartlett is a good scholar and an energetic teacher. She tries hard 
to interest her pupils, and good progress was made. The fall 
term was taught by Mr. P. T. Smith, who displayed much ingen- 
uity in teaching, and had a successful school. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The spring term was taught by Eliza A. Tucker, who is a teach- 
er of much experience and enters into the work with her whole 
heart. The fall term was under the charge of Miss Abbie C. 
Morse, whose methods were new to the scholars; but they learned 
well after they became accustomed to them. The winter term 
was taught by Mrs. George Dodge, who has had a large exper lence 
in teaching, and succeeds in interesting her scholar 8; teaching 
them many things not found in the text books. 

DISTRICT NO. 3 

The spring term was under the instruction of Miss Mary S. 
Stanley, who gained the good will of her scholars. Some advance- 
ment was made. The fall term was successfully conducted by 
Mrs. George E. Tucker. The school was small, but showed a good 
degree of interest. 
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DISTRICT NO. 4. 
Both terms were taught by Miss Ina E. Bartlett. The fall term 


closed sooner than I expected, so that I did not visit it at the end. 
The spring examination was very good. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The first term was taught by Miss Asenath F. Cooper. The ex- 
amination at the close of the term showed that good work had— 
been done by teacher and scholars. The winter term was conduct- 
ed by Frank H. Sargent. Mr. Sargent is a good scholar, and with 
a little more energy would make a good teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Both terms were faithfully cared for by Miss Hattie M. 
Smith, this being her first school. Miss Smith is well adapted for 
a teacher, and we hope she will continue teaching. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The spring term was taught by Fred B. Kellogg, it being his 
first term. Mr. Kellogg is a fine scholar, and we think he will be 
a successful teacher, judging from his management of this school. 
The fall term was in charge of Mrs. George Dodge. There are 
some fine scholars in this district, and the examinations showed 


that they had well improved the time. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


To the Sunerintending School Committee of Sunapee : 


We have had thirty weeks of school in tliis district, divided into 
three terms. 

First term was taught by Miss Abbic C. Morse. Miss Morse is 
a teacher of much experience. Her scholarship is good, and her 
system of teaching was very superior; but as a disciplinaiian she 
was hardly equal to the occasion for a school like this. 

Second term was taught by Mr. W. F. Felch. Mr. Felch has 
many excellent qualities for a successful teacher. At the end of 
eight weeks his health failed and he was unable to return to finish 
the term. 

Third term was taught by Fred B. Kelloge. This was a term of 
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twelve weeks. Mr. Kellogg has had but little experience as a teach- 
er. He succeeded in gaining the good will of the scholars at the 
outset and retaining it to the last. The closing examination was 
creditable to both teacher and scholars.

DISTRICT NGS: 

The spring term was taught by Mrs. George Dodge, who dis- 
played her usual energy. The fall term was taught by Miss Lucy 
A. Young, who spared no effort to advance the interests of her 
pupils. 

The schools generally have made a good degree of progress dur- 
ing the year. 

In some districts the parents show but little interest in the schools, 
not even taking the trouble to visit the one in their own district 
during the entire year. Now children will take more interest in 
their books and study harder if they know that their parents are 
coming in to hear them recite, and they will certainly behave 
if they are tending to their books, hence it would be well for 
every parent to spend a half day occasionally in the school-room, 
On examination day if at no other time. 

It would be a useful addition to every school-room to have a 
good globe by means of which the children could better under- 
stand geography. Also a larger amount of blackboard surface is 
much needed in some if not all the districts. 

In accordance with a law enacted at the last session of the Le- 
gislature requiring physiology to be taught in the common schools, 
Steele’s Hygienic Physiology has been introduced, and those de- 
siring to teacn will be required to pass an examination in this de- 
partment of natural science.
